owii is destined to inaugurate the building 
f better roads throughout the whole Stale,

s no question but that the work iu this lo- 
ality will be condoned if the road proves 
o be a good investment, concerning which 
tfr. Harrison has no doubt. In his address 
VIr.

his is a suggestion that every community in 
ouch with Philadelphia might consider with 
dvaiitage, as Mr. Harrison avers that iu 
very instance where this plan has been re- 
oried to within his experience, the im- 
rovements that followed the construction of 
be roads met the townsnips obligations 
when the bonds fell due, because of the rev- 
uue derived from taxation of new dwellings, 
ariis, etc., that had been constructed along 
ie improved highways.

OBITUARY. 


Death of Samuel Swain. 


Samuel Swain, one of Bristol's worthiest 


citizens, died at his residence on Radclilfe 
street on Tuesday afternoon aged nearly 
80 years. 
v 


He was born on the 7th of May, 1820, on 


a farm bordering on the banks of the 
Nesbamiuy opposite Newportville. His great 
grandfather, Benjamin Swain, who came 
from England about 1725, his grandfather 
and his father were citizens ofjtbis county. 
In the year 1883 his father sold the farm 
and removed to Bristol with bis eleven 
children,-of whom Samuel Swain is the only 
remaining one, except a sister, Mrs. Fanny 
Laing, now living in Pendleton, Indiana. 


His first business experience was with the 


reshipuieut of coal at Bristol, v, Inch in those 
days was a large industry. 
-In middle life 


he had an office in Philadelphia, but for 
many y?ars his business has been confined 
U> Real Estate and Conveyancing in Bristol. 


On April 10th, 1850, he was married to 


Martha Forst, their fifty years of happy 
union having been completed just one week 
previous to his death. 


From early life Mr. Swain's elevated 


thoughts aud unusual flow of language 
found expression in fluent and musical 
verse, and throughout his life many beauti- 
ful poems have emanated from his pen and 
been given a wide publication, although 
through the modesty of his nature they have 
not been collected in any one volume. 


He warmly espoused the 
anti-slavery 


cause in its early agitation, was always a 
warm friend of the colored man, and was 
ardently attached to the principles of the 
Republican party since its formation. 


The temperance cause found in hinf a life- 


long and strenuous advocate. 
With a zeal 


that never faltered bis earnest service con- 
tinued to the close of his life, for the last 
emanation from his pen was the address of 
welcome to the convention of W.' C. T. U. 
held in Bristol last Saturday. - 


Descended 'rom ancestors contemporary 


and associated with William Penn, Mr. 
Swain was always a consistent member of 
the Society of Fiiends, and the Bristol Meet- 
ing sustains a loss and its members a per- 
sonal bereavement that is irreparable. 


In the latler ycais of life he was an active 


and approved minister of bit, religious society 
and despite the limitations of his physical 
strength a call which appealed to his sense 
of duty was. seldom declined. 


Mr. Swain was a man of the strongest in- 


tellect us well as the deepest conviction aud 
highest standards of duty as a citizen and a 
friend, and in his advocacy of the principles 
and reforms he had at heart was always 
active and aggressive. 


The sweetness and gentleness of his lova- 


ble nature were not inconsiHtenl with an 
untiring energy which inspired his pen as 
well as his utteiauce in the meeting and the 
public assembly. 


His familiar and commanding figure en- 


feebled 
but not bent by the infirmities 


gathered gradually through, his eighty hon- 
orable and honored years, will be sadly 
missed from his daily walks m our borough. 


He leaves a widow and an only child, 


Laura, the wife of Rev. Thomas R. List, of 
Philadelphia, who have the deep and heart- 
felt sympathy of a large circle of friends in 
Iheir bereavement. 


Samuel Swain. 


The passing away of Samuel Swain ends a 


life that may filly be called beautiful— 
beautiful m its simplicity, its uprightness, 
its conformity to high principles, and its 
devotion to the good of others through un- 
remitting endeavors towards improving so 
cial conditions. 
Tho influence that he 


exerted was ever on the side of right and in 
the eucounigemeut of well doing. 
From 


early life he was interested in reformatory 
movements 
He was one of the old Anti- 


Slavery workers that bore tlieir stern tesii- 
mony in behalf of freedom, doing well their 
part in Ihe moral warfare that preceded the 
overthrew of slavery. 
He was a zealous 


fiiend of temperance; earnest, wise aud 
steadfast, unselfishly devoted to its promo- 
tion, giving it the benefit of bis rare good 
sense, his thoughtful counsel and eloquent 
speech 
His influence and example in this 


field of refoi m will ex' 3ud beyond the present 
hour, and that stilled voice with its ready 
flow of strong and cultured words < will be 
deeply, sadly tnissed 
His nature was essen- 


tially religious, and the Society of Friends 
of which 
he 
was 
a 
member has lost 


one 
who 
commanded high esteem and 


loving regard. 
His messages were messages 


of love aud truth and holiness, the emana- 
tions of an intelligent mind and fervid heart, 
ever in accord with a high standard of life 
and thought, and in tune with the aspira- 
tions of a uoble nature. He was happily 
endowed with the poetic element, which oc- 
casionally manifested itself, especially in 
his earlier years, in printed verse of merit, 
beauty and tenderness. 
He and Ihe com- 


panion of his long life, the sorrowing com- 
panion of his wedded years, had just passed 
the fiftieth anniversary'of their marriage tie, 
and instead of the social joy which such an 
event invites, there is grief and the pangs 
of bereavement; and in the place of friendly 
greetings and heartfelt congratulations, there 
is tender sympathy and loving words of con- 
solation, for death brings sympathy as well 
as sorrow, even when his chill hand falls 
upon one so fit to go, so ready to obey his 
call.

Wall Paper Trust Doomed. 


Inasmuch as the National Wall Paper 


Trust has holdings in Bristol, and has been 
the means of keeping one of the town's larg- 
est factories in an idle stale for a number of 
years, the people of this town are much in- 
terested in the notice of the collapse of the 
wall paper combine. The Campbell Wall 
Paper Company, which has just started ope- 
rations here, i£ a part of the Continental 
Wall Paper Co7, an allied concern of the Na- 
tional Company, and just what effect the col- 
lapse of the major organizalion will have 
upon Ihe local concern is nol al present 
known. 


It was announced in New Brunswick on 


Monday that the National Wall Paper Com- 
pany, organized some six years ago, was to 
be dissolved amicably, and that the 17 facto- 
ries composing it were to be taken,over by 
their original owners. The largest factories 
in the Trust, thoso of Janeway & Company, 
aud Janeway & Carpenter, 
are in New 


Brunswick. 
About $2,000,000 out of the 


$7,500 000 of preferred stock is held in that 
city. Colonel Jacob J. Janeway has been 
the prime mover for dissolution. It is con- 
fidently stated that the holders of the cumu- 
lative debenture preferred ,will receive at 
least par for their stock, with a first pay- 
ment of $75 per share. 


The directors assert that the organization 


has never been a success, owing lo the fact 
that it raised the price of wall paper to a 
figure where competition was made very 
profitable, and independent factories were 
started faster than the Trust could absorb 
them., They say it has been able to control 
only a-stnalI percentage of the output, as it 
embraced but 17 factories, while there are 
over 80 anti-Trust factories in the United 
States. 


All of the directors of the company are 


said to be in favor of dissolution, but there 
is likely to be a fight over the manner in 
which it shall be accomplished, ft is expeo. 
ted that a reappraisemeut of the factories 
will be made, and the funds in hand devoted 
to reimbursing owners whose factories are 
returned to them in poorer condition than 
when they were turned over to the combina- 
tion.

or bonzes, in order to move the hearts of 
th(ir coreligionists, will inflict the ee- 
veiest bodily chastisement upon them- 
selves and even mutilate their members. 
Their fanatical zeal and their desire to 
enter into the bliss of the nirvana at 
times drive them even to suicide. 


On the island 67 Patu is found a high 


cliff from which those priests and monks 
wko are ambitious to attain the holiness 
of Buddha hurl themselves into death. 
Others 6e?k to secure the same end by 
ascending a funeral pyre which they set 
on fire with their own hands. 


The majority of the bonzes consist of 


m<n who become clerics e gainst, their 
will> As children of poor families they 
arc sold into the monasteries .to be edu- 
cated for the priesthood. 
Sometimes, 


however, Chinamen enter tbe order, nnd 
these are the ones who as a rule furnish 
the candidates for self cremation. 


(Several years ago announcement was 


nude that on a certain day a young priest 
from the cloister of "the mount of the 
spirits" would burn himself alive. The 
faithful of both sexes who desired to at- 
tend the ceremony were urged to be pres- 
ent in good time and were asked not to 
foi get to bring something along as a gift 
to tbe zealons ecclcsiast. 


When the multitude arrived at the 


cloister, another bonze, jealous of the at- 
tention and gifts secured,by his colleague, 
declared that he would burn himself 
alive and hastened to make his prepara- 
tions. Two piles of wood were erected, 
ono on each side of the temple, so that 
those who could not get a good view of 
th" one ceremony could do so of the sec- 
ond. 


During the hours preceding ftf ceremo- 


ny the candidates for death were sur- 
rounded by their relatives and friends 
and a curious crowd of outsiders who 
hal come to ask'of them their influence 
in the world above. Magnanimously both 
pr raised to -aid all in their power, per- 
imitted themselves to be venerated as true 
Bmldhns and thereby Increased 
the 


nuances ot the cloister materially. 


Finally the first of the two ascended 


the pile, erected in the shape of a tent, 
and lighted it with his own hands, using 
ac ordinary match. Until the flames and 
smoke made it impossible any longer to 
behold the monk be could be seen In the 
Humes, singing a sacred hymn and beat- 
in i the time with a skull carved out of 
wood. - 
i An hour later the second candidate for 
death made his debut. He bad closely 
w itched his predecessor and coolly enter- 
ed his own tent ot death and passed 
th rough the ordeal as the other. 


The ashes and bones of the two were 


carefully gathered and deposited in the 
cli lister of Wen-Chno, where they are 
pieserved aa sacred relics.—Milwaukee 
G<*rmaril». 


1HE LAST NOTABLE TRIAL IN WHICH 


INDIANS FIGURED. 


Red Man Blaqnence In a Murder 


Ca«e Where One Chief Wa> a 
Cow- 


ard and Wanted to Live and One 
Wn« a Brave ana Wanted to Die. 
Satanta, Satank and Big Tree were 


Kiowa chiefs. 
The trial of the first 


two for the murder of seven teamsters 
in Texas in 1871 was thejast notable 
one 1,» which Indians figured. Such a 
trial at this time would interest the whole 
country. Occurring at an early day, at a 
place remote from telegraph facilities and 
from railway communication, it was little 
known beyond the toun where the chiefs 
were arraigned in tneir war paint. They 
were desperate men, ,and the safety of 
the court, lawyers and witnesses required 
that the chiefs should appear manacled. 


Judge Samuel W. T. Lanham, member 


of congress for 1(1 terms from the Eighth 
Texas district, was the prosecuting at- 
torney at the trial held at Jacksboro. 
General W. T. Sherman was the means 
of having the chiefs brought to trial. 
Teamsters employed by government con- 
tractors to deliver "grain to forts along 
the frontier bad camped for -the night 
on the military road between Fort Rich- 
ardson and Fort Griffin. They were at- 
tacked by Indians whose weapons were 
bows and arrows and tomahawks. Seven 
white men were massacred, horses stolen 
and grain destroyed. 
A few teamsters 


escaped. 


General Sherman was on the frontier 


inspecting government posts and came 
upon the scene a few hours after the 
fight. He examined the arrows found in 
the dead, and by leason of his familiarity 
with the customs of various tribes he 
said the arrow marks were those of the 
Kiowas. White men in battle ure dis- 
tinguished by their flag. Indians paint 
the characters of their tribe on their ar- 
rows. General Sherman hastened to Fort 
Sill und informed the civil authorities, in- 
sisting that they should follow up the 
massacre nnd bring the perpetrators to 
trial. A few days later Satanta, Satank 
and Big Tree went to Fort Sill to draw 
government supplies. They had a pow- 
wow, the result of mean whisky. Satan- 
ta mounted a dry goods box and boasted 
that be and Satank and Big Tree had 
killed seven Tehanas (Texans) and were 
sorry they had not killed more. A gov- 
ernment interpreter heard the speech and 
reported to the civil authorities, Arrest 
followed, and the three chiefs were start- 
ed, handcuffed, under strong guard to 
Jacksboro. 
On the march Big Tree, 


whose powerful physique gave him his 
name, tore away his handcuffs and alone 
made a ferocious attack upon the guard. 
He fought with such desperation that he 
was killed. 


The march was resumed, and Satanta 


and Satank were placed in prison and 
guarded day and night. They were in- 
dicted and brought to trial before Judge 
Charles Soward. 
The two chiefs were 


fully advised of their rights by the court 
through an interpreter. Counsel was ap- 
pointed for their defense. Thomas Ball 
and W. Wolfolk appeared for the chiefs. 
"Except for their manacles," said Judge 
Lanham, "no white men ever had fairer 
trials. But it was considered unsafe to 
bring them into court without handcuffs, 
for they were the most powerful men I 
ever saw." 
The chiefs insisted, on, ac- 


count of their rank, npon appearing in 
their war paint, and in their war dress 
they were tried. 
They were convicted 


and told by the interpreter of the court 
that they could speak if they so wished. 
Satanta was the first to avail himself of 
this right. 


"I shall never forget his appearance," 


said Judge Lanham. 
"He was nearly 


seven feet. As he stood up the first ques- 
tion lie asked of the captain—the title by 
which they knew the judge—was if the 
great father knew that he, Satanta, was 
to die. He had been to Washington once 
and had been treated well, and he 
thought the great father could save him. 
When he was told there was "no hope 
from that source, he crossed his hands 
and began pleading. 
" 'I am a squaw,' he said. 'Satanta no 


fighting chief. Great medicine man. Do 
good to sick. Don't want to die. Let" 
squaw go. Satanta will go to his people 
on Bed fiver, and he make his people be 
at peace. Whole country to Red river 
open to palefaces. 
Palefaces can come 


with ponies to bank of Bed river and 
water ponies in river and be not afraid. 
Red river be-line of peace between my 
people and palefaces. Don't want to die, 
captain.' . 


"That was all he said. I_took down 


his speech and remember it well. Qnite 
a different Indian was old Satank. Pow- 
erful, with a head> and face almost 
leonine, he stood up, folded his blanket 
about him, threw back his head in de- 
fiance-and spoke: 
" 'Satank no squaw. 
Satank Kiowa 


chief. Not afraid to -die. Captain say 
Satank die in GO days.' Then he grunted 
that grunt which only an Indian can 
make. 
It was what we call contempt. 


Continuing he said, as he held out his 
manacled hands u Take'em off. Want t? 
die now. 
Killed Tehanas. 
Wish um 


killed more. "Glad Tebanas dead. Don't 
want great father to save Satank. Take 
'em off'—pointing to his handcuffs again. 
'Want to die here. 
Want to die now. 


Not afraid. Satank ready to die now.' 


"I never saw such defiance in man or 


beast as was depicted in his manner. 
Giving another grunt he sat down on the 
floor in his war dress and paint. 
He 


had plaited in his hair the hair of several 
white women whom he had scalped. He 
was tbe incarnation of a demon. It was 
a scene for a painter. 


"Before the day set for execution tne 


governor of the state commuted the sen- 
tence-to life imprisonment, but Satank 
insisted npon dying 'now.' 
After sev- 


eral years the two were paroled. Satan- 
ta went to his people and not long after 
tried to Incite them to revolt. He was 
brought back to Huntsville, Tex., and 
put in the penitentiary. 
One day he 


jumped from a window and broke his 
neck. He was the more dangerous of 
the two chiefs, for he woo the diplomat 
of his tribe. 
Satank went to. Florida 


and remained sullen and unrelenting in 
his hatred of th'e whites until his death. 


"After the trial of Satanta and Sa- 


tank Indian depredations in Texas eeas- 
ed."-New York Sun.-

One of the woodsmen had told me of a 


waterfall on a trout stream of consider- 
able size, says W. J. StUman in The At- 
lantic, which emptied into a lake near by 
us, and, in the hope of finding u subject 
on it, I took the boat one afteinoon and 
began to follow the course of the stream 
op from the month. After a half mile of 
clear and navigable water it became so 
clogged with fallcu trees that more lift- 
ing than paddling was required, and as 
its course was extremely tortuous-I oc- 
casionally got out and examined the vi- 
cinity of the stream bed and the course 
above, if, perchance, there might be bet- 
ter navigation beyond. 


On one of the digressions I suddenly 


came on the stream running back on its 
previous course and parallel to it. In- 
stantly, in tbe twinkling of an eye, the 
entire landscape seemed to have changed 
Its bearings; the sun, which was clear in 
the sky, it being about 3 o'clpck, shone 
to me out of the north, and it was impos- 
sible to convince myself that my senses 
deceived me or accept the fact that the 
sun must be in the southwest, the gener- 
-al direction from which the stream was 
flowing and that to get home again I 
must turn my back to it if I lost my boat, 
as seemed certain. 
— 


Then .began to come over me like an 


evil spell the bewilderment and the' panic 
which accompanied it and which'fortu- 
nately I recognized from the experiences 
I knew of, and I was aware that if I 
gave way to it I was a lost man, beyond 
any finding by the woodsmen even if 
they attempted to track me. Fresh wolf 
trBBks were plenty all along the bank of 
the stream, panthers and bears abound- 
ed in that section, and the wilderness 
beyond me was never explored and hard- 
ly penetrable, so dense was tbe under-, 
growth of dwarf firs and swamp cedars. 


I had one terrible moment of clear con- 


sciousness that if I went astray at that 
juncture no human being would ever 
know where I was, and the absolute ne- 
cessity of recovering my sense of the 
points of the compass was clear to me. 
By a strong effort of the will I repressed 
the growing panic, sat down on a log and 
covered my face with my hands and 
waited, I had no idea how long, but un- 
til I felt quite calm, and when I looked 
out on the landscape again I found the 
sun in his proper place and the landscape 
as I had known it. I walked back to my 
boat without difficulty and went home, 
and I never lost my head again while I 
frequented the wilderness.

INSECTS AS FOOD. 


Australian Native* Think the Bn- 


tronff Sloth Quite a- Delicacy. 


There is, in Australia, a cutworm 


which frequently does much damage to 
wheat crops, and the adult moth of 
which is known popularly as the "Ba- 
gong" moth, from the fact jof its occur- 
rence in great numbers in the Bugoiig 
mountains. 
The natives of the Tumut 


district used to send to these mountains 
and collect the moths in thousands 
among the openings in the granite rocks. 


In January and March of 1865 Mr. 


Robert Vyner visited the Bngong moun- 
tains, accompanied by "a black fellow" 
known to the whites as "Old Welling- 
ton1:" The tops of the Bugong moun- 
tains are composed'of granite and present 
a series ot lofty peaks. Up one of these, 
a peak called by the natives Numoia- 
dongo, Mr. Vyner and his companion 
climbed, the path being so steep and 
rugged that even wild cattle never at- 
tempted it. 
The moths were found in 
great masses, sheltered between the 
rocks in deep fissures. On both sides of 
the chasms tbe face of the stone was lit- 
erally covered with the insects, packed 
closely side by side and overlapping. Six 
bushels of living specimens could easily 
have been gathered, and so abundant 
were tbe remains of former moths that a 
stick was thrust into the. debris to a 
depth of four feet. Old Wellington cook- 
ed about a quart of the moths for Mr. 
Vyner, who found them exceedingly nice 
and sweet, with a flavor of walnut. 


The "black fellows" collect the moths, 


according to Mr. Vyner, by spreading a 
blanket or sheet of bark beneath them. 
The moths, on being disturbed with a 
stick, fall down and are gathered up be- 
fore they have time to crawl or fly away 
and are tlmist into a bag. Then a bole 
is made in the sand and a fire in it until 
the sand is thoroughly heated, when the 
coals are removed for fear of scorching 
the bodies of tbe insects (as in such a 
case a violent storm would arise, accord- 
ing to a superstition of the natives). The 
moths are now poured out of the bag, 
stirred about in the hot ashes fotra short 
time and placed upon a sheet of bark un- 
til cold. They are then sifted in a net 
to get rid of the heads, the wings and 
the legs having previously been singed 
off. 
They are generally eaten in this 


condition, but sometimes they are ground 
into paste and made into cakes.—Scien- 
tific American.

Evidently convinced that the 
man was genuinely in need of food, the 
broker told him to wait a minute. Then, 
turning into a nearby saloon, the broker 
bought a drink and swallowed it 
Tak- 


ing a handful of crackers from tbe free 
lunch counter, he walked out and gave 
them to the beggar.—New York Tribune.

"The new reporter said that he had all 


the influence he needed and went post- 
haste to the yard. Here he was received 
by the second conspirator, who had taken 
on the guise of a member of the firm, 
and filled up with a technical story in 
which keels and main trucks, rudder 
posts and cutwaters, rolling chocks and 
deadeyes were hopelessly and absurdly 
mingled. - He closed the interview by 
presenting the reporter with a photo- 
graph of what he called tbe newest idea 
in naval architecture, but which was, 
in fact, a snapshot picture of a factory 
taken at an unusual angle, with the fac- 
tory chimney seeming to spring from the 
deck of a small boat Ijdng in front of the 
building..

"And, this statement appeared in the 


paper tbe next morning just as it had 
been sent ovef the telephone. That same 
afternoon the new reporter started on 
one of the longest vacations on record in 
Ohio journalism. It Is not ended yet."—
